Each county in the State and the City of

The old- 
syd “commons,” where the people could 

meet for play or to air their grievances 
or even make their laws, no longer exist 
in most cities. The parks have taken 
their place, In these the people should 
have the widest possible freedom con- 
sistent with maintaining the natural and 
artificial beauty of the scenery. The 
parks are the people's. It is for them 
to decide how they shall be used.

OF EDUCATION, 


TO BE WAGED BY DR. PAQUIN 
AGAINST CONSUMPTION GERMS. 


DISPENSARIES ESTABLISHED. 


The Plan Is Indorsed by a Host of 
Prominent People—Its 
Objects. 


After a life study of consumption and 
the manner of its dissemination Dr. Paul 
Paquin has come to the conclusion that 
much can be done to stamp out the evil by 


careful hygienic regulations and a general 
system of instruction and education dor the 
masses to be given free of charge to all 


who apply therefor. 
Dr. Paquin has enlisted the ald and sanc- 


tion of a number of people in the city and 
backed up by their moral and personal 
support | vhas launched an enterprise whose 
only object is the alleviation of suffering 
among the people of St. Louis. All idea of 
profit from a money making sense has been 
discarded and made subservient to the 


eneral plan. 
w Dr. Paquin states that it has been — 
tablished by careful statistical investigat n 
that fully one-fifth of the population is 
affected with pulmonary consumption or 
some other dorm of tuberculosis, most of 
these are among the poorer classes who 
have no idea of the dangers they incur 
through ignorance of the situation and a 
lack of knowledge a the remedies to be 
lied against infection. 

orto 2 of generalizing knowledge on 
the nature of consumption, and to prevent 
the spread thereof, a number of ladies and 
gentlemen of the laity and physicians have 
banded together and established what shall 
be known as the St. Louis Free Clinic for 
the Nose, Throat and Chest, hoping there- 
by to reach a large number of needy un- 
fortunates aiectet with this malady at 
the earliest possible stage of the disease. 
The institution shall distribute 2 
these literature on hygiene and give ful 
verbal instructions calculated to limit the 
spread of con ion and at the same time 
will do all in its power to relieve their 
sufferings from any disease of the organs 
named, and will spare no means to arrest 
tuberculosis as far as practicable. It is to 
be hoped that this institution will meet 
with the approval of the medical profes- 
sion and the entire city of St. Louis Its 
aim would seem deserving of the indorse- 
ment of all the people, and it is confi- 
dently expected that it will meet with the 
hearty co-operation and support of all char- 
itable institutions. The St.-Louls Free 
Clinic Throat and Chest has its 
main office and dispensary on Fourteenth 
Street, north of Olive, opposite the Ex 
sition building. Its officers are: Paul Pa- 
uin, member State Board of Health, 
Physician in Chief; George W. Cale, M. D., 
Surgeon, and Ozias Paquin, . D., Nose 
and Throat. The South Side branch is lo- 
cated on Lafayette avenue, opposite the 
old City Hospital, in connection with the 
eneral medical and surgical clinic estab- 
fishment existing there, conducted under 
the direction of Dr. Frank J. Lutz, Pres- 
ident of the State Board of Health; Dr. 
McCandless ,of St. Mary’s Hospital, and 
Dr. Keber of the Beaumont Medical School 
and other equally prominent medical men 
of St. Louis. The Bouth Side department 
will have the same working physicians and 
officers in chargé as the n office on 
Fourteenth street, but will be under the 
general supervision of Dr. Lutz and oth- 
ere 


The general and spec'fic purposes of the 
institution as it now exists are outlined by 
Dr. Paquin as follows: 

Object: This free institution, so far as the 
practice of medicine and surgery is con- 
cerned, is intended exclusively for those 
unable to pay for the lowest of the usual 
medical services, and thus, as a conse- 
quence, deprived of them. In its hygienic 
purposes it is meant for all. Its chief object 
is the early diagnosis and treatment of all 
diseases of a tuberculous character, partic- 
ularly pulmonary consumption among the 
needy, and their prevention among the 
public generally. e secondary purpose, 
which is made necessary in order that all 
forms of tuberculosis (consumption) be 
reached, la to examine into and render as- 
sistance in all forms of d'‘seases of the

“Butch” conferred with his deputy, Will- 
lam Wagner, and what could learned 
from that official before he boarded the 
train was, substantially, that Sh rd had 
tied up a mile below Gray's Landing with 
a skiff, that he ran the boat up close to the 
shore, concealed it beneath a cluster of 
hanging willows and then started on foot 
toward the interior.

In all these United States there is not 
a larger tenement house than that at 
Third and Ashley streets n > 
known as the Ashley Building. 

In all the United States there is not one 
more crowded than this and nowhere one 
where can such misery be witness aS 
existed in that 2 last night. 

The Ashley Building is a tenement house 
in the strictly urban sense of the word. 

Four stories in — it extends from 
Third street east a distance of half a bi 
and from Ashley street to O’Fallon a full 
block. 

Its lowest floor is given over to tradesmen 
and commission men. 

The three above are thronged with human 
beings so densely that although the build- 
ing is estimated to contain rooms there 
are at — two persons to each room that 
is occupied. 

Many are unoccupied, because such is the 
poverty of the denizens of the place that 
many are compelled to share their apart- 
ments with each other, thus reducing the 


rent for each. 

These 500 rooms are necessarily ames. 
Such is the cénstruction of the .building 
that many of the rooms are without win-

These inside rooms ar

To enter one is almost like stepping into 
oven. 

Sleep ‘in them is impossible

Simple 
dishes are far better for the health of the 
rider, and have the great advantage of 
being readily obtainable almost everywhere, 
Heavy end fatty soups have no place in a 
summer-time diet. They make a meal in 
themselves. Many riders make the great 
mistake of gor ing themselves with food 
after a hard ride into the country, and 
then without waiting a reasonable time to 
allow the stomach to digest it, rush off for 
home. This is all wrong, and it is a wonder 
that fatalities do not occur from it. The ob- 
servance of these simple suggestions does 
not call for great self-denial, and it is 
repaid by an enormous increase in comfort 
on the part of the rider.

A light d consisting la “of vege- 
tables and fruit, is best. Salads, berries and 
raw fruit of any kind are good. Eggs in 
various forms, fish and lean light meats 
will make a cheap and comfortable diet. 
Roasts, steaks and heavy meats are among 
the most costly and heating of foods. So are 
elaborate dinners and fancy dishes. Simple 
dishes are far better for the health of the 
rider, and have the great advantage of 
being readily obtainable almost everywhere. 
Heavy end fatty soups have no place in a 
summer-time diet. They make a meal in 
themselves. Many riders make the great 
mistake of gorging themselves with food 
after a anid ride into the country, and 
then without waiting a reasonable time to 
allow the stomach to digest it, rush off for 
home. This is all wrong, and it is a wonder 
that fatalities do not occur from it. The ob- 
servance of these simple suggestions does 
not call for great self-denial, and is 
repaid by an enormous increase in comfort 
on the part of the rider.

THE DEADLY “SEA PUSS.” 


A Description of the Monster for the 
Benefit of the Uninitiated. 


A few days ago a well-known St. Louisan 
narrowly escaped drowning at a seaside re- 
sort. The dispatches stated that he and 
two other bathers were caught by a sea 
puss” and carried out to sea. 

Whole lots of people, even many who 
live closer to the sea than St. Louis, have 
no idéa what a sea puss is. Some may have 
an idea it is a sea animal with claws and 


sharp teeth, which grabs unfortunate swim- 
mers and elopes. with them. 

For the benefit of those who have never 
tackled a sea puss and who may be over- 
taken by oné some day when they are not 
expecting it, this description is given: 

ometimes when a storm sweeps gem | 
the coast the big waves wash up the san 
and form considerable of a mound. This 
mound may de some distance from the 
shore, but the 3 waves and tide 
continually wash over it until the water 
along the shore may be considerably high- 
er than it is further out in the ocean, 
This water keeps piling up behind this 
embankment of sand until it must find 
an outlet. Finally it breaks through the 
bank in one 1 and begins to run out 
at that point. he bank may be a mile or 
more in length, and there may be only 
one age | at first. Of course, the wa- 
ter keeps piling in the big basin formed by | 
this embankment and the shore all along | 
the entire length of the bank.. As soon 
as it finds an r it begins to run out 
through it, and the water on both sides 
of the opening the entire length of the 
bank begins to run toward the outlet. That 
is a Sea puss. 

The opening naturally gets bigger and 
bigger very rapidly, as the water rushes out, 
and within a short time a great volume of 
water is running out at a high rate of speed. 
That explains the fact that sometimes, 
even when the tide is coming in, you will 
see a strong current running down. the 
coast at one point, and a little further 
south, perhaps, you will observe an equally 
strong current running up the coast. The 
water from both directions, which has been 
piling up behind this embankment; is mov- 
ing in the direction of the opening, and it 
is being pushed along by the water piling up 
behind. Naturally, the embankment is un- 
der water, and usually cannot be discov- 
ered at high tide. Sometimes it can be dis- 
covered at low water from the fact that 
waves break over it. 

Now. there may be one of these sea 
pusses” in a certain place one day, and it | 
may have entirely disappeared within the 
next twenty-four hours. 

The average bather does not realize, if 
the bathing in a certain place was safe on 
Friday, why it ought not to be equally safe 
on Saturday. Soa person who has overcon- 
fidence in his powers as a swimmer goes 
beyond his depth and the first thing he 
knows he is being carried rapidly to sea by | 
an irresistible current. His only thought is | 
to get back to land, and he tries with all 
his might to swim ainst the current. He 
might almost as well try to swim against

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CRACK CHASERS 
OF THE CIRCUIT 


SOMETHING ABOUT THE FLYERS 
WHO WILL ATTEND THE ST. 
LOUIS MEET, AUG. 22. 


Having in view the coming great Diamond 
tournament of the A. C. C., at which all 
the great racing cyclists of the country will 
compete, and knowing that the people of St. 
Louis have not had an opportunity to be- 
come acquainted with the cracks of this 
year, a few words about them may not be 
wholly out of place. 

This year’s racing has thus far been of 
a character to satisfy the demands of the 
most exacting lovers of sports. Never be- 
fore, perhaps, have the leaders been so 
closely matched in speed and riding abil- 
ity as they are this year and never be- 
fore has the element of uncertainty been 
A greater factor in each contest between 
the leaders, thereby adding fresh color and 
interest to the season. 

The contest for the premiership of the 
year has thus far been practically con- 
fined to two men, with the remainder of 
the racing coterie lagging a respectful dis- 
tance behind. Tom Cooper and Eddie Bald 


are the unconquered heroes of the first half 
of the season; and at the present writing 
it seems most probable that one or the 
other of the two will be the champion of 


Thug far honors are easy between the two 
gladiators, though Cooper is, in the opinion 
of most of those who have watched his 
work closely, somewhat the more | cely man 
of the two. Cooper’s wonderful showing is 
without doubt, the most brilliant feature of 
the season thus far developed. The Detroit 
lad is riding like a whirlwind: His wonder- 
ful sprint has increased in effectiveness over 
last year; and the skill and judgment which 
he is displaying in the riding of his races 
elicit the strongest admiration from the vet- 
erans of the game. It is no e eration 
to say that g By > skillful taetician was 
ever seen on the path than this. wonderful 
youn ster, whose phenome y sudden 
und into cycling fame and fortune is un- 
precedented in the history of the sport. His 
osition-playing, to coin a new term in rac- 
ng, is simply remarkable in one whose 
eae experience has beef? so comparatively 
short. 

It must be remembered that that long- 
headed veteran, Mother“ “Webb, is this 
peak handling the Monarch star, and to

Cooper has developed must be credited. 
All in all, Cooper must be set down as the 
favorite in the circuit race. In a matter 
of bookmaking, it would be he against whom 
the shortest odds would be registered; a 
the wantage ground which he at preseft 
occupies at the top of the circuit percentage 
table, his standing being no less a figure 
than .977, gives him a slight start over the 
rest of the candidates in the final heat of 
the championship sweepstakes. 

Eddie Bald, the doughty lad from Buf- 
falo, who has held his own through 
So many changing seasons, is running 
Cooper a merry race, indeed; and it is a 
wise man who can pick the winner be- 
tween the two when both are in their best 
form. Bald is an older man than Cooper, 
and before the season opened it was 
W that he would be unable to keep 
up his last year’s gait. But thus far he 
is riding as well as ever in his life. He 
is the same old Bald that has made the 
best of them hustle in years gone by; and 
he, too, is a strong favorite for the sea- 
son’s honors with many of the knowing 
ones. Bald and Cooper have swept every- 
thing before them since their advent on 
the circuit, and have had only each other 
to fear. Between fhe two, Cooper has the 
best of the argument, having won seven 
out of the eleven races in which the two 
have met. Cycle racing is, however, a most 
uncertain game, and no one can say how 
long the Monarch lad will retain his ad- 
vantage over the white flyer. 

Wallie’” Sanger has been playing in de- 
cidedly hard luck thus far this year. He 
has been more or less out of condition 


all the season, and has, in addition, met 


with a series of bad falls that have kept 
him out of the running for a fortnight at 
atime. Over and above all this, Sanger is 
in the unique position of being without a 
team engagement, and of having ridden 
no less than six different makes of wheel 
since the season opened. It is impossible 
for the best rider to make a proper showing 
under such circumstances; and it is only 
wonderful that the Milwaukee boy has done 
as well us he has, all things being con- 
sidered.

From the sides of this 
rudder and beginning at the back are two 
slanting wings, which extend upward and 
forward. Above these come the two fiat, 
white aeroplanes. Above all are two large 
wings, which extend to great length over 
all. The motive power is to be placed in 
the back and drive a huge propeller, which 
must be both strong and light in nature. 

When the machine Is started the slanting 
wings are attached to the rudder, and the 
fanlike steering white sails in front are both 
so directed that they move the ship upward 
by the pressure against the air. The strong- 
er the power the more rapidly will the ship 
ascend, the two aeroplanes keeping it 
steady while in motion. The two large 
wings, which in the illustration are not 
yet covered with @loth, serve to make it 
soar and also to make it float steadily.
